The proposed amendment will not be entered because it does not place the application in 
condition for allowance for at least the reason that Horiuchi et al. (US 6,731,010) disclose all of 
the limitations in the proposed claim 51, including the limitation of forming a first encapsulant 
(37) having a planar surface on the first die and forming a feature (52) on the planar surface 
configured to facilitate bonding to the first encapsulant (Fig. 9D).
